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1. Since reference, we have received only three additional pieces 
of mail. 

a, A postcard to Frau HEISNER mailed on 25 December I960 from 
Cairo, bearing no return address and written in French. The postcard 
was signed "Soufla" and merely sent best wishes for the New Year and 
wished for the complete recovery of BEISNER. 

b. An undated letter from Dr. Hens GERMAN! (IZL 

(see paragraph 1, I, A, of reference) to Frau BEISNER. The letter was 
mailed on 28 December i960 in Germany. The cancellation stamp was not 
clear enough to determine where the letter was mailed. The text of the 
letter reports that FAHMY (see paragraphs 1, I.,G. and 1. II., A of 
reference) has been guilty of everything from "undated checks to 
forgery" and It appears FAHMY forged Wilhelm BEISNER* s signature at 
the telephone office. GERMAN! warns Frau BEISNER not to respond to any 
telegrams or letters from FAHMY or other Egyptians concerning the tele- 
phone matter unless they are counter-signed by GERMANI. GERMANI also 
tells Frau HEISNER to write him at his address in Meadi 4, Sh Mustafa 
Kamel Villa 1 as he is not sure about the mall in Garden City. The 
letter bears a post-script greeting from 


Ursel « GERMANI 

who is presumably the wife of Hans GERMANI. 

c. A letter dated 4 Jonuery 1961 from Dr. EHLERT, Berlin- 
Steglitz, Bergstra sue 9» to Wilhelm HEISNER. Dr. EHI£RT is presumably 
Identical with the following person listed in the Berlin addrsss book 
for 1959:

The text of the letter merely sends New Year's greetings and wishes BEISNER 
a rapid recovery.
